Economic crisis could change the way that Americans finance their lives

An inflatable gorilla beckoned from the roof 
of Don Brown Chevrolet in St. Louis, serv- 
ers doled out free bowls of pasta, and a sales- 
man urged potential customers to “come on 
up under the canopy and put your hands on” 
a new set of wheels. 

But Adrian Clark could see it would not be 
nearly that easy This was the ninth or loth 
dealership for Clark, 22, a steamfitter look- 
ing for a car to commute to a new job. Every 
one offered a variation on the discourage- 
ment he was getting here: Without $1,000 
for a down payment, no loan. 

“It’s just rough times right now,” Clark 
said. “Rough times.” 

For Clark, and for a nation of consumers 
heavily dependent on credit, there are grow- 
ing signs that those rough times could prove 
to be more than just temporary, that they 
could be the beginning of a stark, new reality 
Is America’s long era of easy credit over? 

Experts say that even when the current

credit crunch eases, the nation may finally 
have maxed out its reliance on borrowed 
cash.

“I think we’re undergoing a fundamen- 
tal shift from living on borrowed money to 
one where living within your means, saving 


and investing for the future comes back into 
vogue,” said Greg McBride, senior analyst at 

bankrate.com. 

“This entire credit crunch is a wake-up 
call to anybody who was attempting to bor- 
row their way to prosperity” 

A prolonged period of tighter credit is 
ahead, experts say 

U.S. consumers will find it much harder to 
get a credit card, and to carry large balances. 
Late fees will rise and lines of credit will be 
reined in. 

After years of buying homes with inter- 
est-only loans, or loans that allowed people 
to borrow more than the value of the home, 
substantial payments and down payments 
will be required. Interest rates are also likely 
to rise. 

“We are going to have to cut back,” said 
Dean Baker of the Center for Economic and 
Policy Research, a Washington, DC., think- 
tank. “We’ve really been living beyond our 
means.” 


Dolores Holmes took out an interest-only $515,000 loan two years ago to buy a bed and breakfast in Lambertville, N.J. Once the business 
took root, she planned to refinance into a fixed-rate loan and cut her cost. But as the economy declined, she had trouble filling rooms. “I’ve 
been cutting back on anything personal,” she said.

My best 
friend’s 
mortgage 

Co-owning property with pals increasingly 
popular, especially in struggling market

Gail Koppa said she’s lucky when it comes 
to her living situation, which she likens to 
“Melrose Place.” 

Koppa shares her home with McKinley 
Carter, a friend of 15 years, and Linda 
Szarkowski, a friend of five years. Both 
women live above her in separate units of 
a Rogers Park three-flat the three of them 
purchased almost four years ago. 

“It all just started with me living in an 
apartment in Ravenswood Manor saying, 
‘Gee, I wish I could afford to buy a home,’ 
and my girlfriend {Carter] also living in an 
apartment in Ravenswood, saying, ‘I wish 
I could afford a home,’ ” Koppa, 38, said. 
“So we thought about it, and said, ‘Hey 
why don’t we just look for two-flats and 
buy together?’ ” 

The joint purchasing plan grew when 
Szarkowski, whom Koppa had met a year 
before, wanted in on the arrangement. 
Szarkowski is married, but only the three 
women’s names are on the mortgage and 
deed to the building. That didn’t change 
even a year after the closing when Koppa 
too got married and her husband moved 
in. 

“Lots of my other friends asked me if I 
was crazy,” Koppa said with a laugh. “They 
told me, ‘No way would I own property 
with a friend, and especially not one I 
hadn’t known for long.’” 

Koppa isn’t alone in the trend of friends 
sharing mortgages. Co-ownership arrange- 
ments are increasingly popular, especially 
in the current real estate recession. Last 
month, a closely watched index showed 
home prices tumbling by the sharpest 
annual rate ever in July, and though the 
monthly rate of decline is slowing, there 


is no evidence of a turnaround in sight, 
according to an Associated Press report. 

In Chicago, more 20- and 30 -some- 
thing singles are upending the tradition 
of marriage before mortgage, and are buy- 
ing— and living in— condos and multi-unit 
buildings together, real estate profession- 
als told RedEye. 

Part of the reason: Lenders are much 
more discriminating. 

“Lending guidelines have become twice 
as hard to meet because of the housing 
market,” said Rubloff real estate agent Joe 
Schiller. “People just don’t qualify like they 
used to. But if they get some friends and 
put money together, they can afford that 
20 percent down {payment} that you now 
need to purchase in some of these Chicago 
neighborhoods.” 

Evanston-based mortgage consultant 
Corinne Guerra sees great promise in the 
team-up trend in home buying. 

“If you go in with a friend that has worse 
credit, you pay a higher interest rate, but 
perhaps without that person’s portion of a 
down payment you wouldn’t be able to buy 
at all,” Guerra, of RWE Mortgage, said. “It 
can be win/win if done right.” 

But buddy-system buyers beware. 

Adding a friend or family member’s 
money to your mortgage mix could get 
you a bigger place, but it could cause big- 
ger problems if living or financial situa- 
tions change. 

Sisters Amy and Rebecca Stoelinga ran 
into some issues about a year after jointly 
purchasing a two-bedroom, one-bathroom 
condo unit in Irving Park last June. 

Rebecca, 30, a full-time musician, 
embarked on a serious relationship. Her 
boyfriend, Joe O’Hehir, began staying over 
frequently, eventually moving into the new 



construction condo— with consent from 
Amy— around June of this year. 

Around the same time, Amy, 28, 
wanted to go back to school to pursue 
a teaching degree. The mortgage pay- 
ments, once affordable with a corporate 
job, became a burden, Amy told RedEye. 
The siblings tried to work it out with all 
three living in the condo together, but at 
the end of July, Amy opted to move out 
and rent again. 

“It would have helped me to split my 
portion of the mortgage with my sister’s 
boyfriend,” said Amy, who now lives alone 
in an Albany Park apartment. “But I think 
our plan failed because our place was just 
too small. A boyfriend, two cats, two sis- 
ters and one bathroom ... it was a lot.” 

Eor now, Rebecca and Amy are leaving 
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their two names on the mortgage— per 
some advice from RWF’s Guerra, who 
helped document the sibs’ exit strategy 
this summer. 

“We are sisters so we knew we weren’t 
going to live together until we were 8o,” 
Rebecca said of the exit agreement, which 
includes a clause for Amy to use the con- 
do’s washer and dryer whenever she wants. 
‘And Joe is paying her back her initial down 
payment.” 

It’s not always that easy to end co-own- 
ership arrangements, Schiller said. 

“It doesn’t matter the depth of your 
relationship or what kind of friendship 
you have with a person,” said Schiller, who 
advises friends or family members to sit 
down with an attorney “Money changes 
everything. Write everything down.”

Documentation is not as critical for 
Koppa, who did not set up a co-owner- 
ship agreement through an attorney She 
said she and her housemates simply drew 
up an informal document about how to 
handle tasks, such as household repairs 
and expenses. They hold meetings every 
other month to hash out other issues. 

Even the trio’s out-clause is just a 
“gentlewoman’s agreement,” Koppa 
said. 

“This isn’t just a living situation; 
we’re like a family,” Koppa said. 

“We all genuinely care what the oth- 
ers are up to and hang out together 
inside the house and out. How many 
people sharing a three-fiat can say 
that?”

Thinking about buying and living in a property with some 
friends? 

First, you may want to consider some advice from local real 
estate experts. From the initial house hunt to the moment you 
sign that mortgage and after move-in, you’ll need to be diligent 
to avoid drama, kyrakyles 


Solidify search parameters 

Rubloff real estate agent Roz 
Bryant said she has recently 
fielded increased interest from 
interested buyers who want to 
team up with friends and buy, 
particularly in the Bronzeville 
area. 

But quibbles over what kind 
of home to purchase can derail 
even the best-laid plans. 

“Agree on whether you want 
to rehab, purchase a home 
in move-in condition or get a 
condo or a multi-unit building,” 
Bryant said. “I’ve had quite a 
few requests from people who 
want to do this, but the number 
who actually go through with it 
is not nearly as high.” 

Know your (and your 
friends’) finances 

Lenders are increasingly wary 
of home purchasers because of 
the housing downturn. 

“Lenders are looking at 
everyone who is trying to get 
on the mortgage,” said Joe 
Schiller, a real estate agent. 
“They pay particular attention 
to the person who puts the 
most down, but everyone will 
be reviewed, so be prepared.” 

Design a plan, write it out 

Who will take care of the lawn? 
Who will manage repairs? 

You and your friends are 
forming a small homeowners’ 
association, in effect, according 
to real estate attorney Rachel I 
Horbenko. 

She said more clients 
are coming to her to obtain 
co-ownership agreements. 
Though the majority are for 
unmarried couples ready to 
live together, some are for 
friends or siblings who want 
everything in writing from 
who will handle maintenance 
requests to who, if anyone, will 
pay more of the mortgage to an 
exit clause. 

“You can write up plans in 
any way you’d like, but make 
sure they are reviewed by a 


lawyer,” said Horbenko, whose 
real estate, condo association 
and estate-planning practice 
is in Rogers Park. “Don’t go in 
on a handshake even if it’s a 
friend. You never know how 
a relationship will change 
until you start doing business 
together.” 

Be ready for rentals 

Streeterville’s Tony Ferri and 
two other friends purchased 
a home in San Diego seven 
years ago, taking advantage 
of positive market conditions 
to snare a three-bedroom, 
two-bath beachside property 
with a beach house. But Ferri 
lived in the property only one 
year when a job promotion led 
him to relocate to Florida, and 
another roomie stayed only six 
months. 

That’s when the rental clause 
of their contract came in handy. 

“We had a 10-page 
agreement we jokingly called 
a pre-nup,” Ferri, 35, said of 
the home that he still co-owns 
with his friends. “We outlined 
situations from the protocol if 
you wanted to rent out your 
room. Other roommates had 
the opportunity to review 
renters, check their credit and 
decide whether or not they 
could move in.” 

Brace for a buyout 

Say you decide to get married, 
have to move for your job, or 
just plain get tired of bunking 
with your buds. An out clause 
can be a blessing. 

Schiller said all buyers should 
have the house appraised 
before purchase, and then 
again by that same appraiser 
should someone want to sell 
before the others are ready. 
“Say the house was $200,000 
but has increased by $50,000 
in value,” Schiller said. “You can 
take that $250,000, subtract 
the expenses of cost to sell and 
taxes, then split that amount 
evenly between you all.”

Study: Less 
driving, but 
more traffic

Motorists in the Chicago area are making fewer 
trips to gas stations, but highways still are severe- 
ly congested despite a decline of almost 5 percent 
in miles driven this year. 

Congestion in the region is actually worse now 
than a year ago. Drivers hoping to reach their 
destinations on schedule need to budget almost 
double the amount of travel time that the trips 
should take. 

Those are among the findings from a new 
study by the Chicago Metropolitan Agency for 
Planning. 

This year the number of miles driven during 
the busiest travel hours has fallen steeply in the 
region, down 4.6 percent compared with last 
year, Jose Rodriguez, a planning agency research- 
er, found in his study titled “Recent Trends in 
Northeastern Illinois Expressway Vehicle Miles 
Traveled.” 

Yet Chicago-area drivers are unlikely to notice 
faster speeds and shorter travel times. How can 
that be? A combination of factors is at play 

Roadways were already so badly saturated with 
traffic that the decline in miles traveled hasn’t 
significantly loosened the gridlock. 

In addition, major construction projects on 
the Edens Expressway the Stevenson Expressway 
and the Tri-State Tollway have effectively can- 
celed out the gains from many vehicles being 
driven less. 

To experience any significant congestion 
relief, drivers in the Chicago area would need 
to take to the roads in off-peak hours, the study 
suggested. 

Some people may be doing just that. 

Rodriguez found that some changes in com- 
muting habits, such as more people working at 
home, influenced the downward trend in vehicle 
miles traveled. 

But even though the number of people work- 
ing at home has risen, most commuting habits 
are difficult to reshape. 

About 70 percent of people who drive to work 
are traveling alone, according to data collected 
from census questionnaires. Only about 9 per- 
cent carpool. 

The Chicago Transit Authority, Metra and 
Pace have all recorded annual ridership increases 
of 5 percent or more in the past year. It’s a wel- 
come development, but only a start if the war 
against congestion is winnable.

times that number last year, said 
Marianne Caponi, public relations 
director for the Bank of America 
Chicago Marathon. One person died 
during last year’s marathon. 

Carey Pinkowski, the marathon’s 
executive director, credited changes 
made since last year, such as a greater 
number of water stations, for the 
lower number of participants who 
needed medical treatment. 

“It was a good day with less than 
ideal conditions,” he said. 

The race finished in Grant Park 
near Buckingham Eountain, where 
successful runners said the heat 
slowed their times, but wasn’t bad 
enough to make them quit.

Man keeps Humboldt Park clean 


Six days a week at dawn Jose Rivera pushes a 
trash can on a shopping cart down Humboldt 
Park’s business corridor, quietly picking up 
liquor bottles, fast-food wrappers and ciga- 
rette butts with a frayed household broom, 
dirty dust pan and, sometimes, his bare 
hands. 

Rivera, 6i, rids Division Street of lit- 
ter within the monumental Puerto Rican 
flags that mark its borders at Western and 
California Avenues. 

On a recent Monday morning, a street- 
cleaning truck zoomed passed Rivera, a 
Puerto Rico native. Rivera is one of the city’s 


few locally funded manual street sweepers. 

Residents got together in the 1990s to des- 
ignate the Paseo Boricua a cultural business 
center and seek out alternatives to inconsis- 
tent city services such as street cleaning, said 
Enrique Salgado Jr., executive director of 
the Division Street Business Development 
Association. 

‘And the easiest way to do that was just to 
hire somebody to do it ourselves,” Salgado 
said. 

But finding street sweepers has not been 
easy In eight years, business owners have 
hired as many as 15, Salgado said. 


“It’s a hard job,” Salgado said. “We’re only 
able to pay minimum wage, you’re outside, 
you’re dealing with garbage.” 

When the last sweeper quit, Rivera 
approached Salgado about the job. Rivera is 
one of the oldest and best sweepers Division 
Street has ever had, Salgado said. And the 
businesses have taken notice. 

“They’ve seen him out there even on rainy 
days. It’s rare that he will take a day off,” 
Salgado said. 

“He takes pride in what he does. He lives 
here on the street, the street looks good, 
people notice it.” 


No bail for men charged in teen shootings 


Two men charged in separate shootings 
that killed two 15-year-olds in Chicago were 
ordered held without bail on Sunday in Cook 
County Circuit Court. 

Efrain Alcaraz, 20, of the 1800 block of 
West 22nd Place in Chicago, is charged with 
first-degree murder in the death of Daniel 
Calderon, 15, of the 2200 block of West 
23rd Place in the city Calderon was shot 
late Eriday and died early Saturday in what 
police described as a gang-related incident 


in the 2300 block of South Seeley Avenue in 
Chicago. 

Prosecutors on Sunday said Alcaraz also 
hid behind a car and shot a 19 -year-old man in 
the back. That man was in stable condition at 
an area hospital on Sunday, prosecutors said. 
Alcaraz was charged with attempted first- 
degree murder in that shooting. 

Calderon, who was walking nearby, was 
shot at close range in the chest, stomach and 
thigh, prosecutors said. 


Prentice Shipp, 18, of the 7100 block of 
South Woodlawn Avenue in Chicago, was 
held on charges of first-degree murder in the 
May 26 shooting death of Sharkelia Taylor, 15, 
a Gary resident who visited the city often. 

Shipp fired several shots into a crowd 
of teens May 26 near 69th Place and South 
Dorchester Avenue, prosecutors said. Taylor 
was hit in the back and died, and a 19 -year- 
old woman was hit in the leg. Shipp also was 
charged with attempted first-degree murder.

Tis the season— already 


D LOS ANGELES Retailers bracing for a 
cheerless holiday spending season 
are displaying their yuletide spirit earlier 
than ever in an effort to nudge consumers 
to start buying NOW 

Confronted by some of the most dismal 
spending forecasts since the early 1990s, 
Costco already is selling prelighted fake 
fir trees, located conveniently next to two 
aisles of toys, even though Halloween is 
still more than two weeks away 
Wal-Mart rolled out its holiday display 
last week, days after cutting prices on 
10 popular toys to $10 each.

witches and grinning jack-o’-lanterns. 

“It seems they are trying to figure out 
different ways to bring consumers into 
the stores,” said Jackie Fernandez, a retail 
expert at Deloitte’s L. A. branch. 


But whether holiday paraphernalia and 
a sale or two will jump-start the holiday 
spending season is as much of a mystery 
as what goes into mincemeat pie. 

“We expect consumers to be frugal 
this season and less willing to splurge on 
discretionary items,” said Rosalind Wells, 
the federation’s top economist. 

Expectations have been dampened by the 
financial meltdown, the housing crisis, rising 
unemployment, fiat salaries and price hikes 
on everything from gasoline to groceries. 
Actual spending could be even less given the 
recent financial turmoil, Fernandez said. 

“When I talk to my retail clients, a 
lot of them are saying, ‘I’ll be happy with 
breaking even,’ ” she said.

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ATLANTA STUNS COMEBACK BEARS WITH RALLY OF THEIR OWN

Jason Elam booted a 48 -yard field goal at the final 
gun to lead the Atlanta Falcons past the Bears 22-20 
Sunday at the Georgia Dome. 

The Bears appeared to have saved their best for 
last, scoring on a 17-yard pass from Kyle Orton to 
Rashied Davis with ii seconds left. 

But with six seconds left, Atlanta rebounded with 
a 26 -yard pass from Matt Ryan to Michael Jenkins 
to set up Elam’s winning kick with only a second remaining, the 
last of Elam’s five field goals. 

Ryan had an excellent game, finishing 22-of-30 for 301 yards 
and a touchdown. Orton was 26-of-43 for 286 yards and aTD 
Neither quarterback was intercepted. 

The Bears held Atlanta running back Michael Turner to 54 
yards on 25 attempts. Matt Forte picked up 76 yards on 20 
rushes with one touchdown. 

The Falcons (4-2) had little trouble with the Bears’ defense 
on the opening drive of the game. Jerious Norwood returned 
Robbie Gould’s opening kickoff 39 yards to the Atlanta 41. From 
there, Ryan led the Falcons on a 10 -play 48 -yard drive that ended 
with a 29 -yard field goal by Elam and a 3-0 lead. Ryan completed 
all five passes for 57 yards on the drive. 

A key but bizarre third-down play occurred with just over 
nine minutes to go in the second quarter. The Falcons’ Norwood 
fumbled inside the Bears’ 25-yard line. 

The ball was recovered by the Bears’ Tommie Harris. But 
Harris then fumbled, and the ball was recovered by the Falcons’ 
Jason Snelling. 

The officials ruled that there had been a change of possession 
and, since Atlanta had recovered, the Falcons got a new set of 
downs instead of losing the football or facing a fourth-down 
situation. 


Bears coach Lovie Smith challenged the ruling, 
but the original call was upheld. 

Elam punched in a 32-yard field goal with 7:49 
to go until intermission to make it 9-0. 

The Bears finally got on the scoreboard with a 
36 -yard field goal by Gould with 4:02 left in the 
half to cut it to 9-3. The Bears had only 20 yards 
rushing in the first half 

The first touchdown of the game came on a 3- 
yard run by Matt Forte with 2:24 left in the third quarter. 

The 14-play, 82-yard drive was the Bears’ longest march of the 
season. 

The Bears were stopped on the Atlanta i-yard line with eight 
minutes left. Forte was stopped on a fourth-down dive up the 
middle, and the Falcons retained a 19-10 lead. On third down, 
the Bears were thwarted when fullback Jason McKie attempt to 
dive into the end zone. 

But the Bears got the ball back with 5:56 left at their own 46. 
Gould booted a 32-yard field goal with 4:05 left to make the 
score 19-13. Norwood then returned Gould’s kickoff 85 yards 
to the Bears’ 17 as Garrett Wolfe made the touchdown-saving 
tackle. But Elam missed a field goal from 33 yards that was wide 
left. That snapped a string of 30 straight field goals by Elam over 
the last two seasons. 

The Bears took over at their own 23 to try to mount a winning 
drive. Orton connected on passes to Forte, Devin Hester and 
Davis to move to the Atlanta 17 before calling a timeout with 
28 seconds left. Two incompletions left the Bears with a third- 
down situation. Orton then hooked up with Davis in the corner 
of the end zone to tie the game 19-19 with ii seconds remaining. 
Davis beat Atlanta’s Chris Houston on the play Gould booted 
the go-ahead extra point. 

But II seconds later, Elam ruined the outcome.

When offensive coordinator Mike 
Mularkey gave him another chance, Jenkins was thrilled 
to catch Matt Ryan’s pass on a crossing route and get 
out of bounds in time for one last play.

Through Thicke and thin 



R&B singer hits big 
time after early failures

Robin Thicke is a platinum-selling singer, 
a Grammy-winning songwriter, a budding 
sex symbol and goes home at night to a 
gorgeous wife, actress Paula Patton. Yet 
while he seems to be living a life most men 
would envy, the R&B crooner says he still 
struggles with moments of self-doubt. 

Thicke’s internal struggles come from 
trying to meet his own high expectations. 
It’s understandable why the 31-year-old 
might have lofty goals for himself: He’s the 
son of two actors, 

Alan Thicke of 
“Growing Pains” 
fame and Gloria 
Loring. And 
he’s had to deal 
with disappoint- 
ment. His first 
CD, 2003’s ‘A 
Beautiful World,” was a commercial flop 
despite plenty of pre-release buzz. 

But with the success of 2006’s break- 
through CD “The Evolution of Robin 
Thicke” and the excitement surrounding 
the release of his third CD, “Something 
Else,” Thicke may finally gain that confi- 
dence that he says he lacks. 

The past two years have been really suc- 
cessful for you. Do you wish you did any- 
thing different? 

I just wish I wouldn’t have worried so 
much or doubted myself so much; I think I 
would have made a lot more music. Stanley 
Kubrick, who is my favorite filmmaker, 
once said his only regret in his career was 
that he didn’t make more movies. It’s not 
that he didn’t love the movies he made, 
but he wishes he could have made more. 
I have a feeling I’ll end up like that, where 
I’m always going to enjoy the music that I 
made but I’ll always wish I made more. 

On the song “Dreamworld,” you talk about 
racism. How did that come about? 

“Dreamworld” came about because my 
wife and I were talking about the situa- 
tion she faces being an African-American 
woman in society and in Hollywood and 
the opportunities and the playing fields 
not being leveled. In that conversation, we 
just started talking about what our dream 
world would be — that includes me and her 
walking in Mississippi without anybody 
looking at us. 


Do you feel like there’s a disadvantage for 
you in music because you’re a white R&B 
singer? 

Anytime you’re sticking out like a sore 
thumb, you can get one of two things: 
Maybe you get coverage because you stick 
out like a sore thumb and maybe because 
you’re the sore thumb no one wants to 
touch it. So I do find that doors are closed 
because the color of my skin, but doors 
are also open because of the color of my 
skin. And doors are closed on a lot of other 


people, and I’m definitely not the victim in 
this society, that’s for sure. 

Do you think there will be a time when race 
won’t affect people’s careers? 

With Barack Obama running for presi- 
dent we’re learning very quickly that race 
is still at the forefront of people’s minds. 
Nowadays, just because they changed the 
laws doesn’t mean they changed the whis- 
pers. Nowadays, racism is in the whisper- 
ing and it’s in the connotations.

... and blowing it out in such an extreme way was some- 
thing that was very identifiable,” said Slater, who has 
seen his own devilish moments made public over the 
years. 

Besides his tabloid-ready exploits. Slater is mostly 
known for starring in cult films such as “Heathers,” 

“True Romance” and his self-proclaimed favorite, 

“Pump Up the Volume.” He wasn’t looking for a TV 


series, he said, but when the producers contacted him 
about “My Own Worst Enemy,” he couldn’t resist. 

“It was just one of those opportunities I think I 
would’ve been crazy not to agree to {do],” Slater told a 
group of reporters during a recent conference call. “{The 
producers] told me that each week they were going to 
try and put a movie on TV and ... the things we’ve been 
able to do have been extraordinary” 

The other plus doing series TV— especially playing 
two characters. Slater said— is that there’s very little 
downtime on set like there is in filmmaking.

My Own Worst Enemy

The scoop: Edward Albright (Christian Slater) and Henry 
Spivey (Christian Slater) share the same body-and two 
very different worlds. Edward is a ruthless spy; Henry is a 
suburban family man. The two personalities, programmed 
to remain ignorant of each other, start to wake up in each 
other’s realities and all hell breaks loose. 

What works: I never doubted that Slater would deliver as 
Edward, the magnetically intense spy. He’s also remarkably 
effective as wimpy Henry, who gets drunk when he learns 


that Edward is the original personality and Henry is the 
byproduct of an experiment, singing to himself “Roses are 
red. Violets are blue. I’m a split personality and so am I.” 
What doesn’t: OK, the Edward/Henry split personality 
thing is preposterous. And the show trots out practically 
every spy game cliche from James Bond to “Alias.”

The first of the “Google phones” is controlled 
using a method that is finally gaining momen- 
tum in mobile computing: swiping a finger 
across the screen.

In comparison, cell phones without touch 
screens are expected to increase by 
6 percent, to 1.12 billion from 1.05 billion.

for computers. It develops many of the sen- 
sors behind laptop touch pads, digital media 
players and high-end remote controls. 

But touch screens were rarely seen in cell 
phones until Apple’s iPhone hit the market 
in June 2007. 

The iPhone lets users scroll through pages 
of text or photos and type on an on-screen 
keyboard with one finger, or expand or shrink 
files with two fingers. 

Analysts who have taken apart the iPhone 
say they don’t believe that the Synaptics tech- 
nology powers the innovative touch screen. 
Apple and Synaptics won’t say But the device’s 
growing popularity helped Synaptics’ mission 
of bringing touch screens to the mainstream. 

Over the past six months, the company has 
launched four phones with its touch-screen 
technology And another one is coming soon: 
The Gi, which is made by HTC and runs 
Google’s Android operating system. 

Putting touch technology on cell phones 


popgadgets ^ 


wasn’t embraced at first. That has all changed, 
said Andrew Hsu, a product marketing man- 
ager at the company 

“Now we don’t have to go to customers and 
say, 'You want to do this,’ ” he said. 

In 2006, a year before the iPhone was 
unveiled, Synaptics demonstrated a concept 
phone called the Onyx, a remote-control- 
looking device navigated by the fingertip. In 
January 2007, the LG Prada, with Synaptics 
technology, became the first touch-screen cell 
phone to reach the market, but it didn’t catch 
on the way the iPhone did six months later. 

In 2007, when Google encouraged com- 
panies to join the Open Handset Alliance to 
develop a new cell phone software platform, 
Synaptics signed up. Hsu said cell phones 
with touch screens become more useful if the 
software takes advantage of the technology 

“The Google people understood the soft- 
ware side and worked on applications from 
the get-go, rather than bolt things on the last 
second,” he said. 

The Gi and Android-powered phones from 
other manufacturers are aiming for the same 
smart-phone consumer market dominated by 
Research in Motion’s BlackBerry and iPhone. 
Besides the touch screen, the Gi also is con- 
trolled by a track ball and a keyboard. 

It’s unclear how the new touch-screen cell 
phones will sell.
